First the roof will be taken off, 
then the) atlic floor, then the 
brick walls pulled off down to 
the next floor, and so on. The 
building, which goes into the 
Bround like an imbedded tooth, 
will be completely removed and 
all filled. in again. 

You can see folks watching the 
work and know that the old 
building is stirring memories. 
It’s sad to see it go. 

On the other hand, it was con- 
demned, and to get It all slicked 
off will be far better than 


letting it deterioate and crum- 


ble down on the spot. Vern Hei- 
man said he is awfully glad, the 
way the area around the cupola 
was cracking away, to see that 
the work of getting the building 
down is under way. 


Stad- 
ler yesterday but they say he 
seems to be a mighty nice and 
interesting guy.

used when it was raised.

MEL DORT--has been in the construction industry most of his 
career.
